One is shocked to learn of the vio- 
lent outburst of the crudest anti-Semi- 
tism at some ministerial conference in 
Asheville.

It is not becoming in a Christian min- 
ister to seek a scapegoat in the mem- 
bers of the Jewish race for the ills 
that beset our economic and social 
life. 

If all the Jews were banished from 
America we would be faced with ex- 
actly the same problems. It is easy, 
of course: “The Jews are responsible” 
and one is bound to get a large hear- 
‘ing and a huge following, for men 
like to unload their own guilt on the 
backs of others. It is always the 
other fellow who is to be crucified. 
Always some fellow human is hound- 
ed for the sins of others. Not we 
are guilty, not we, but he, the Jew, 
he is conspiring against us. 

There is no argument against blind- 
ness and hatred. There are still wild 
beasts lurking in the recesses of the 
human mind. They can be chased 
back into their lair only by living in 
accordance of the precepts of that 
Jew of Nazareth, upon whose teach- 
ings our American civilization was to 
be built: tolerance, friendliness, broth- 
erly love.

STRAW WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The Literary Digest has become 

as secretive about its final poll figures as the supreme court 
is about its decisions, and rightly so. It does not want anyone publishing 
its conclusions in advance. 

At the same time, the mechanics of magazine publication are such 
that the figures must be collected considerably in advance of publica- 
tion. The upper strata of political leaders must knoW about such things 
and there is practically nothing that a political leader cannot find out if 
he sets his mind to it. 

Consequently, the word is out in thoroughly reliable form in the po- 
litical stratosphere that Governor Landon’s present published Digest 
poll strength of 56.9 per cent will work down to a tentatively final figure 
of 54.6. Allowing 10 per cent for error (the general working percent- 
age of Digest error), this would still leave Mr. Landon with more than 
49 per cent of the Digest straws and seem to forecast a close Landon 
victory, as Lemke will draw from Mr. Roosevelt’s total.

REBUTTAL Needless to say, the Democrats do not share this co 

clusion. Their latest inside figure on the popular vote 
(not for publicity purposes, but for their own private headquarters in- 
formation) shows an expected majority of 3,500,000 for Mr. Roosevelt.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Young babies do not stand great 
heat as well as older children or 
adults do. An infant creates and must 
dissipate relatively more heat than an 
adult does, and hence requires less 
external warmth for comfort. The 
ideal hot weather clothing for a baby 
is a didy or less. 


The silliest practice imaginable is 
buying and putting on shoes before a 
baby is old enough to walk. Socks 
or stockings when it is cold, yes, but 
don’t be absurd. 

Night clothing: After the daily 
bath with luke warm water and plain 
toilet soap—the bath should be given 
not later than 5 p. m., dry the baby, 
rub his back a little with plain talcum 
while he plays and stretches, put on 
clean soft warm dry napkin and a 
long nighty and tuck him into bed 
for the night. Never let the baby 
sleep in shirt or stockings. 


Belly Band: This should be dis- 
carded as soon as the navel is heal- 
ed and no longer requires a dressing 
—usually within two weeks after 
birth. T- keep any sort of band or 
binder on the baby after this is sim- 
ply to make the infant peevish and 
uncomfortable, especially in warm 
weather. 

Exposure: Remember that babies 
create and must get rid of relatively 
more heat than do adults. Whenever 
you are in doubt about “exposure,” 
don't judge by your own notions, but 
feel of the baby’s feet and hands; if 
they are warm you may be sure the 
baby is okay. Or if the baby is ob- 
viously happy and enjoying the out- 
ing, repress your quaint obsessions 
for the moment and give the baby a 
break. 

When in doubt whether to put on 


baby the benefit of the doubt—leave 
it off. 

Wiseacre neighbors and old-fashion- 
ed relatives will see to it that you do 


“exposure.” Indeed it takes consider- 
able strength of character as well as 
sound sense to give your children the 
benefits of fresh air and sunshine, 
even today. On one pretext or anoth- 
er some nosy neighbor is certain to 
feel perturbed about it. The outcome 
is a question of how dumb your neigh- 
bor thinks you are. 

In summer. spring or autumn it is 
easy to get the baby in the habit of 
taking a forenoon and afternoon nap 
out of doors, shielded from strong 
wind, insects, animals and people. 

Exposure of just one arm or leg 
to sunshine, even diffuse sunshine or 
skyshine, when there is no direct 
sunlight, has ‘been found sufficient 
to prevent rickets, if it is a daily 
practice.

PRIVATE DEBTS DROP 
9 BILLION IN 4 YEARS 


Board Denies Business Is 
* Saddled With Too Heavy 


a Burden. 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—4)—Priv- 
ate long-term debt in the United 
| States was cut more than $9,000,000, - 
000 in the depression years from 1930 
through 1934, the National Industrial 
Conference Board reported today. 

A reversal of debt liquidation was 
indicated in the preliminary estimate 
of a small increase in private debt 
last year. 

The 1934 total was placed at $76,- 
797,000,000 compared with $85,774,- 
000,000 in 1930. In the decades prior 
to 1930, the rising debt trend had 
sent the total from $15,021,000,000 
in 1900 to $46,237,000,000 in 1920. 

The board said its study presented 
no evidence “to support the theory 
that business is saddled with too great 
a burden of private debt.” Rates of 
growth of private long-term debt and 
interest charges, it noted, have been 
similar to those of national wealth and 
income. 

It added there was no “factual ba- | 
sis’ for statements the depression was | 
precipitated by excessive private debt.
